The storm last night was the first de- 
cided break in the hot wave. It was de- 
clared by Professor Bigelow of the United 
States weather bureau to be only a tem- 
porary relief, as hot weather is predicted 
again for today. The approach of the storm 
was heralded by a cool wave which sent the 
mercury.in the Auditorium tower thermom- 
eter down 15 degrees in six minutes, and 
with the coming of the storm it fell another 
degree.

News from Nome City, the new arctic El 
Dorado, is to June 20. It shows that con- 
ditions prevail] in that place which were 
never known in any other mining camp in 
the world. Fourteen thousand people were 
dumped on the beach between June 13 and 
June 20, with all their belongings. Most 
of them had no tents. It is impossible to 
get. any lumber to build houses, and every 
man must stand guard over his goods or 
they will be stolen. . 

For a distance of at least three miles fs a 
solid stretch of houses and tents. Even be- 


yond these confines to the west, for a long | 


distance, are scattering houses and tents, so 
that the beach line of tents is five miles 
long. The beach for a long’ distance is 
packed with goods freshly landed from 
barks, reaching all byt to the water's edge. 
It is not too much to say that millions of 
dollars’ worth of goods are there. Lumber 
has been 80 scarce in camp that almost 
none, relatively speaking, could be had for 
any price. |

The most wonderful 
piece of work done by them was to shovel 
out 615,000 in four hours’ time. To date 
over $500,000 has been taken from an area 
of 90x700 feet. It is thought to be an old 
creek bed.

KILL WOLF. 500 
TT LIMITS. 


Wild Creature Shot at Gale- 
wood After Holding Wom- 


en and Children Under 
Siege 8 Hours. 


IS MADE BULD BY HUNGER. 


Prowls About Doors, and 
Bests a Large Dog in 
a Fierce Battle. 


0. H. OWENS CLAIMS BOUNTY. 


With barred doors Mrs. C. H. Owens and 
her two small children were besieged in 
their home in Galewood, inside the city 
limits of Chicago, gor eight hours by a sav- 


age and wild animal, thought to be half dog 


and half wolf, which had come ott of the 
woods which adjoin the house, Mrs. Owens 
attempted to drive the beast away by hurl- 


ing a flat iron at it, but so flerce was its at- 


tack that she was forced to slam the door 
and remain a prisoner until the return of her 
husband, He chased and shot the intruder. 
Experts differ as to the class to which the 


‘animal belonged. Some believe it was a 


wolf, others that it was a wolf-dog. That it 
was wild and savage is certain. 

The bloody head of the gaunt beast, killed 
near North Sixty-third avenue and Court- 


land street, was presented at the County 


Treasurer's office yesterday for the payment 


| of a wolf's bounty. The hungry animal had 
attacked horses and fought dogs, besides 


keeping women and children besieged. The 
animal was shot on Thursday evening after 
it had thrown Galewood into a panic. 

Not since the days when the Pottawattamie 
Indians and the frontiersmen hunted over 
the land im that vicinity had a wolf been 
killed there. Old inhabitants in the neigh- 
borhood tell of a wolf hunt along the Des- 
plaines River fifty years ago, but cannot re- 
member of a wolf being killed there before 
since that section was rr within the 
city limits of Chicago.

Genesis of Stevenson’s Boom. 

It ban be stated that when the Illinois dele- 
gation landed in Kansas City last Tuesday 
morning its members had no thought of try- 
ing to secure the Vice Presidential nomina- 
tion for Mr. Stevenson. It soon discovered 
that there was a sentiment here in favor of 
Mayor Harrison, and that unless something 
was done it would crystallize. 

The Mayor and his friends lost no time in 
taking action to check this sentiment and 
revent the nomination being forced upon 

m. One of the first moves on his part was 
to get an audience with Chairman Jones of 
the National committee, and bring out a 
candidate who would be acceptable to the 
Democrats in every part ef the country. 

Ben T. Cable went with the Mayor to see 
Mr. Jones. They discussed the situation in 
detail and at considerable length. Chairman 
Jones proposed Mr. Stevenson, and assured 
Harrison and Cable that if the Lilinois dele- 
gation would put him in the race and go to 
work in the right way that he could be nom- 
Jones furthermore assured 
them that the former Vice President would 
be entirely satisfactory to the party. He is 
one of the members of the Cleveland ad- 
ministration who supported the platform 
and ticket in 1806, and one of the arguments 
advanced in his behalf was that by taking 
him up the Illinois delegation would remove

Western railroads are disappointed with

Preparations had been made to handle the 
largest crowds that ever attended a similar 
occasion. But the business did not amount 
to anything like what had been anticipated, 
and in consequence the roads find themselves 
with an accumulation of rolling stock on 
their hands which could have been used to 
far better advantage elsewhere.

He remained in 
school about three years, but did not gradu- 
ate. Later he returned to Kentucky a sec- 
ond time to be married to Miss Green, daugh- 
ter of the President of this college. ; 


Admitted to Bar at 28. 


Upon leaving college Mr. Stevenson en- 
tered the office of Robert E. Williams of 
Bloomington as a law student, and at the 
age of 23 was admitted to the bar. He be- 
gan practice in Metamora, II., in 1859, 
and was appointed Master in Chancery, 
which position he filled for. four years. In 
1864 he was elected District Attorney, a po- 
sition which at that time had to be filled 
by riding through several counties on horse- 
back or by stage. Mr. Stevenson remained 
in Metamora ten years. He did a great deal 
of work in helping to raise the troops from 
hig district during the civil war. 

In 1869 he returned to Bloomington and 
formed a partnership with J. 8. Ewing, 
which existed for many years. 

Mrv Stevenson was nomina for Con- 
gress in 1874, and was elected from a district 
which had been considered safely Repub- 
lican with a majority of 3,000. General Me- 
Nulta was his opponent and the campaign 
was an exciting one. This term brought 
Mr. Stevenson into Congress during the ex- 
citing times just before the Tilden-Hayes 
contest of 1876. In a second candidacy for 
Congress he was defeated, but a third time 
he was successful and swelled the majority 
of his first election. At the expiration of 
his second Congressional term he resumed 
the practice of law in Bloomington. 


Works for Civil Service. 


In 1884 Mr. Stevenson was a delegate to 
the Democratic National convention in Chi- 
cago, and after President Cleveland's elec- 
tion wag appointed First Assistant Post- 
master General. He endeavored to put the 
civil service law into effect, and it was said 
of him that he never discharged a man for 
political reasons. He retired from this office 
in March, 1889. 

In the month previous he had been nomi- 
nated, without his consent, as Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia. In the meantimea Republican 
President had been elected, and the Senate 
hung up the appointment so that the nomi- 
nation was neither affirmed nor rejected. 

In April, 1892, he was elected delegate-at- 
large to the Democratic National convention 
at Chicago and became chairman of his dele- 
gation. It was at this convention he received 
his first nomination for the Vice 
which resulted in his election. 

It is an interesting coincidence that the 
Democratic ticket will be a Presbyterian one. 


| Mr. Stevenson is a member of the Second 


Presbyterian Church of Bloomington, while 
Mr. Bryan is a member of the First Church 
of Lincoln. 


Makes Home at Bloomington. 

Mr. Stevenson was married to the da 
ter of the Rev. Dr. Lewis W. Green in 
cember, 1866. They have four children, one 
son and three daughters, all of whom are 
living. Mrs. Stevenson, though she has 
spent many years at the capital, has not 
mingled much in its society, but is quiet and 
retiring. She is a great-granddaughter of 
Joshua Fry and has served as t of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution. 
Their Illinois home has been in Bloomington 
and they have lived

STEVENSON PUSHED TO HEAD OFF 
‘HARRISON BOOM. 


Chicago’s Mayor, Annoyed by the Per- 
sistent Attempts to Nominate Him 
for Vice President, Suggested IIIi- 
mois Delegates Combine on Some 
One Else~The Bloomington Man 
Taken Up and Found Soe Much Favor 
He Defeated All Other Candidates. 


CONVENTION BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Kansas City, Mo., July 6. 

Adial E. Stevenson was nominated for 
Viee President the first time partly through 
an accident and partly on account of the 
really eloquent speech made in his behalf 
by Judge Nicholas E. Worthington of Peoria. 

His nomination today is largely the re- 
sult of a joke. When the recent Democratic 
State convention of Illindis met in Spring- 
field a part of its duties was to select four 
delegates and four alternates at large to 
the national convention. The delegations- 
at-large are always regarded as prizes given 
out to the distinguished leaders of the party, 
while alternates are not much thought of. 
| The sole advantage in the job is the privi- 
lege of wearing a badge and having some 
tickets to the convention. Should the al- 
ternate happen to reach the convention city 
well in advance of his delegation and while 
news is yet scarce, he is also often inter- 
viewed by the newspapers. 

At the recent Springfield convention, Mr. 
Stevenson, among other Democrats, was a 
candidate for the position of delegate-at- 
large. It was urged for him that he had 
been a Vice President of the United States 
and was the only Democrat from Illinois 
since the days of Douglas whose name ap- 
peared on a national ticket. But somehow 
or other, the convention did not seem te 
take the same view of the case that Mr. 
Stevenson did. He was referred to openly 
in the committee which made the selection 
as a “back number” and a “has been,” 
and other terms, indicating that the belief 
of the party as represented in convention 
was that Mr. Stevenson's days of useful- 
ness were gone by and the Demoerats of 
Illinots had no further use for him.” 


Declines the Place. 


T. Cable, and Congressman Williams were 
made delegates-at-large, while the only prize 
which Mr. Stevenson drew was that of al- 
ternate, along with Alderman Werno of the 
Twenty-first Ward of Chicago, Edward 
Cohen, who is known to fame as simply a 
friend of Alderman Tom Carey of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Ward, and ex-Congressman Fithian. 
Mr. Stevenson rather indignantly declined, 
this appointment, saying that it did not fit 
the dignity of a man who had once been Vice 
President of the United States, but nobody 
at Springfield seemed especially concerned 
about that. The State committee promptly 
named Walter Watson in his place, and there 
was no fuss made about the matter nor any 
tears shed because Mr. would not 
play. 

Wher the Illinois delegation got to Kan- 
sas City, however, it found here a fairly 
well developed boom in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Mayor Carter H. Harrison for the 
Vice Presidency. The situation was in such 
shape that not only could Mr. Harréson 
have had the nomination if he wanted it, but 
a number of people were making life un- 
pleasant for hint by insisting that he take 
it. Mr. Harrison did not want the job, and 
one of his stock arguments in explaining 
the situation to his friends was: What 
does a Vice President amount to, anyhow? 
Look at Adlai Stevenson. Four years ago 
he left the office and today the best thing he 
could get from the Democrats of Illinois 
was the position of alternate to the national 
convention.” 

Presented in a Joke. 


In this dilemma of Mr. Harrison and to save 
him from any further annoyance by being 
urged as a Vice Presidential candidate, the 
suggestion was made that the best way out 
was for Illinois to have some other candidate. 
Se at the caucus of the delegates from that 
State it was suggested that a salve be ap- 
plied to Mr. Stevenson's wounded f 
and that he be selected as the Ilinols candi-

the convention. A telegram was sent to 
Bloomington informing the ex-Vice Presi- 
dent of the action of the caucus, and he re- 
plied that he was in the hands of his friends 
and they could do as they pleased with him. 

At this time nobody regarded the Stevenson 
movement seriously. It was known he had 
been put up by Illinois to save Mayor Har- 
rison from annoyance, and Illinois and per- 
haps a few other States would give him a 
complimentary vote in the convention. But 
as the situation stood, Mr. Stevenson sud- 
denly developed into a strong candidate. It 
was not a case exactly of the delegates being 
enthusiastic for him, but they did not want 
Towne, whom they dubbed a Republican. 
This was especially true of the Southerners,

General Otis was summoned to Washing- 
ton by telegraph and today held a long con- 
ference’ with Secretary Root.

The administration, realizing that if this

B in the contrary, advices here are to the 
effect that Russia, together with France and 
Great Britain, has acquiesced and wel- 
comed the proffer of Japan. Germany has 
not been heard from by this government on 
the subject, but the assurance is felt here 
that Germany favors the utilization of Jap- 
anese soldiers as proposed. 

‘The State department has not yet been in- 
formed of the agreement Lord Salisbury is 
said to have obtained from Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Italy authorizing Japan to send

Miss Anna E. Steere of Adrian, Mich., one 
of the Methodist Ppiscopal mi missionaries in 
Pekin, and supposed to de among those 
threatened or perhaps killed by the Boxers, 
te safe. She returned to the United States 
just before the trouble in China began, and is 
now in Carthage, Ind., visiting friends. 

Mrs. E. H. Braddock, the wife of a Presby- 
terian missfonary at Ambala, India, was a 
visitor at the headquarters of the Presby- 
terian Foreign Missionary society yesterday. 
She arrived a few weeks ago from India, 
coming via Shanghai and Hongkong. In 
Shanghai she met. Mrs. A. P. Lowrie, the 
wife of a Presbyterian missionary of Paot- 
ingfu. Mrs. Lowrie warned her not to be- 
lieve the reports about the killing of the 
missionaries. Mrs. Lowrie pointed to the 
fact that the report had spread that twenty- 
five missionaries had been killed at Paoting- 
fu, while, in fact, she and her son were the 
only missionaries-at that station at the time, 
and neither was attacked by the Chinese. 

There seems no longer to be any doubt 
that Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Conger, the other 
members of the American Legation, and 
their friends were caught in Pekin when the 
trouble began. Miss Ella Darrell of Chicago 
has received a letter from Jacob Sims of 
Council Bluffs, Ia., the brother of Mrs. Bain- 
bridge, who is the wife of the second secre- 
tary of the legation. Mr. Sims writes that 
he had just received a letter from Mrs. Bain- 
bridge, dated May 81, which states that H. 
J..Squires, the first secretary of the lega- 
tion, had returned from the hills to Pekin 
with his wife and family. They had gone to 
spend the hot weeks, but found it too dan- 
gerous. 

J. 8. McConnell, whose wife is a sister of 
Mrs. D. H. Conger, has little hope for the 


members of the legation and the friends 


with them. Mrs. Conger was in Chicago last 
Christmas. She sailed from San Francisco 
on Feb. 28 accompanied by her daughter, 
Mise Laura Conger; her niece, Miss Mary 
Conger Pierce;-Mrs. Morgan 8.

SICKNESS DEFEATS AMERICAN 
OARSMAN Ar HENLEY. . 


Il and Weak, He Struggles te Win the 
Amateur Championship, but Loses 
to Hemmerde—Faints at Finish and 
Only Escapes Being Drowned 
Through Quick Assiktanee trom 
Umpire’s Boat—London News Praises 
Him for Magnificent ert.

LONDON, England, July 6.—Ilinese lost | 
B. H. Howell, the American oarsman, the 
world’s amateur championship at the Hen- 
ley regatta yesterday. Not oniy did illness 
cost bim the championship, but it neariy 
cost him his life as well. Howell had been il! 
several days, and, aithough he won his 
heats on Wednesday and Thursday without 
much difficulty, his friends were fearful of 
the results of the final event. 

Although so weak he could hardly sit his 
boat the American displayed almost super- 
human pluck and put up a magnificent race. 
At the start both Howell and his opponent, 
Hemmerde, struck a gait of forty strokes to 
the minute. Howell at one@ assumed the 
lead, and at the Rectory was ciear of his 
opponent. At Fawley the time was 4 min- 
utes and 8 seconds, and there was only half a 
jength between the boats. Hemmerde 
closed up the gap directly after passing 
Fawley, Howell from sheer weakness steer~- 
ing badly in the last quarter mile. 

The contesting boats changed positions 
twice, but Hemmerde staid on better, and 
won the punishing due} by three-quarters of 

a length. Time, 8 minutes and 42 seconds. 

The strain told on the American 80 se- 
verely that at the end of the race hé fainted 
and fell out of his boat, and would have 
drowned but for timely assistance from the 
umpire’s boat. Howell was carried ashore 
senseless, but happily he soon recovered. 

The London Daily News’ sculling expert, 
in commenting oh Howell's fine showing 
under such adverse circumstances, said: 

“ The race will live long in the memories of 
all who saw Howell take the last ounce out 
of himself to retain his title.“ 

Howell was unfortunate last year also. 
In that race his opponent rammed him in 
the leg with the sharp point of his scull, and 
drove k through the limb until the point 
protruded A foot on the other side.

On a basis of 584,000 names in the forth- 
coming directory, the Lakeside Directory 
company, through Manager Henry 8: Smith, 
has made an estimate of 2,010,000 as the 
present population of Chicago. Twenty 
thousand six hundred names have been add- 
ed to the directory over those of last year. 
From these 684,000 names in the new direct- 
ory, the population estimate is above the 
figures considered probable from the United 
States census, from the school census, or 
Tun TRIBUNE'S recent showing. But a rea- 
son is given for this. } 

I do not hesitate to say that Tux Tris- 
UNE’s recent estimate is perhaps closer to 
the actual population of Chicago than is 
ours,“ said Manager Smith, yesterday. 
This is probable because we list hundreds 
ot names of business-men who live in subur- 
ban towns and cities. Our estimate is al- 
ways larger than the United States census 
showing. But we back up our figures in all 
confidence. In the last ten years we have 
made population estimates according to the 

a of proportion. Thus, for this year we 
have: 

“ Directory names in 1890 are to the Unit- 
ed States population figures in 1800 as the 
directory names in 1900 are to the unknown 
quantity—2,010,000. 

„ We have no multiple. If the showing of 
the recent United States census is satis- 
factory to me next year we will use it as the 
basis for figuring the city population. 

Allowing for the fact that our estimate 
must be ‘slightly over the actual population 
of Chicago proper, we have more confidence 


under the government's system. We have 
trained men on salary and we get names re- 
gardiess of cost. This cannot be done on 
the basis of pay for names collected. 
Figures Show Consistent Gain. . 

“Our figures show a consistent gain for 
the last three years. There was a growth 
of 55,000 population, between 1897 and 1808, 
659,000 from 1898 to and 68,000 from 1889 
to 1000. This last year’s growth has been 
indicated as unusually large, but I think 
it will be Borne out by consistent observers 
of the city’s growth. 

The new volume is to be no longer and no 
wider than its predecessors. It is thicker by 
a good many more Johnsons, and Smiths, 
and Joneses, and Browns, but, with the 
Smiths and the Jonseses at least, the Chris- 
tian name of John seems gradually to be 
falling into desuetude.

VIENNA, July 6.—The Viennese press to- 
day is inclined to censure the powers for 
what seems to be their consideration of their 
political and national ambitions Instead of 
moving promptly to the relief of Pekin. 
Their hesitancy in asking Japan to forward 
Its troops at once appears dangerous trifling 
with any standing which the civilized na- 
tions may possess in the eyes of the Chi- 
nese, and certain leading journals declare 
that the power or powers responsible for 
this delay are but little less culpable than 
the Boxers and the Chinese government. 

In diplomatic circles, however, it is de- 
lieved that all is being done that is possible 
and that the unity of the powers is not dis- 


Hint of a Compromise. | 
The statement which reached here this aft- 
ernoon from Washington that the United 
States had received assurance from both 
Russia and Japan that no objection had been 
raised by the former to the latter’s sending 
troops has tended to strengthen the convic- 
tion that all is moving as rapidly and smooth- 
ly as possible. 
That Japan will be asked to send the troops 
is believed, but it is the opinion here that 
Japan is not qualified to take the lead in the 
| campaign, and that the command will be 
placed ip the hands of Russia on land and 
England on the sea. Such a division would | 
tend to satisfy the rival Franco-Russian and 
Anglo-Japanese factions, and would place | 
the right men in the right positions, since a 
Russian General will know Chinese terri- 
tory, and the Japanese have proved their 
prowess at sea during the late war. 
Think Kaiser Will Agree. 
That the German Emperor, despite his re- 
cent declaration that Germany must be con- 
sulted, will take no steps to disturb the 
unity of the powers is firmly believed here, 
and, although the United States is a puzzling 
quantity to European diplomats, it is thought 
no objection would be raised to the divisioa 
of leadership between Russia and England. 
Austria-Hungary is anxious, not only for 
her representative at Pekin, but it is feared 
that Captain von Thomann of the Austrian 
cruiser Zenta was also there and is now 
lost. Over three weeks ago Thomann wirea 
the marine office that he had received orders 
to send a detachment of thirty men with 
cannon to Pekih to defend the embassy, 
and that he had sefit the detachment under 
the command of Lieutenant Kollar. Later 
word came that he himself had gone to 
Pekin with the troops, and it is believed the 
railroad was destroyed soon after his ar- 
rival, and that, consequently, his return was 
impossible.

Is VAUDEVILLE ON THE WANE! 

There appears to be trouble ahead for 
the variety stage if the Eastern members 
of the “ vaudeville trust persist in their 
intention of reducing the salaries of the 
high-priced performers. The prominent 
players express u determination to go back 
to the legitimate unless they continue 
to get the salaries they have been receſv- 
ing. One singer, who has been getting 
$750 a week on the vaudeville stage, is 
now offered less than one-half that amount 
for the coming season, and as she can get 


. $500 a week for singing in opera she de- 


clares her intention of leaving the variety 
theater. Her attitude is said to be typical 
of that of all the prominent artists. They 
would prefer the vaudeville as long as 
the pay is higher and the season longer 
than on the legitimate or operatic stage, 
but unless the variety managers keep up 
the present prices there will be a gen- 
eral exodus of talent and vaudeville will 
drop back to the low status which it oc- 
cupied a few years ago. ‘ 
The remarkable popularity of the variety 
entertainment has' lasted unusually long 
for a ‘fad, and its reign has been marked 
by a steady and surprising rise in the 
personnel of the vaudeville stage. Actors, 
actresses, and singers of high rank have 
been induced by large salaries to take their 
turns between the funny man and the per- 
forming dogs, dnd the general result has 
been to raise the variety show to a stand- 
ard of popularity and real excellence never 
before reached by it. The present attempt 
of the managers to cut down salaries is 
the first indication of à turn in this the- 
atrical tide, which, taken at its flood, has 
led many artists to comfortable fortunes. 
Whether the reduced offers of the “ vau- 
deville trust are due to waning popularity 
of yaudeville or simply to a desire for 
more profits, the result threatens to be 
the same. If the artists with high talents 
and well-known names desert the variety 
stage it will likewise be deserted by 
fashionable audiences, and the reign of 
vaude ville as a society diversion will be 
ended, The actors and singers are right 
when they say that the present pac wity 
of variety is in grave danger. : 


TO REGULATE CAR SERYICE. 

The special street railway committee on 
Thursday took its first definite step in the 
direction of outlining a street railway pol- 
icy for the city, That step consisted in the 
adoption of a resolution to be presented to 
the City Council on Monday night recom- 
mending for insertion not only in the St. 
Paul ordinanee now pending in the Council 
| but also, with proper modifications, in every 
street railway franchise hereafter granted 
a provision specifically reserving to the City 
Council the power to regulate, in the interest 
ot the public, the service rendered. 

The important clause in this provision is 
as follows: The City Council of the City 
of Chicago hereby reserves right to 
regulate the running time of and the 
headway, and to make such other reasona- 


curing of sufficient and adequate service 
and accommodation for the public.” The 
intent of this provision, which in the broad 
scope of its language is essentially an in- 
noyation respecting street car grants, is that 
the central authority of the city shall at all 
times be the judge of whether a franchise 
which it has itself conferred upon a private 
company is being reasonably exercised, and 
that it shall have unquestioned power to 
compel a company occupying the public 
streets to furnish proper accommodations 
to patrons.

lected. It is hardly to be expected that any 
Alderman will fall to appreciate these con- 
siderations. 

One further act, however, might well be 
performed with respect to this praposed pro- 
vision. It might well be submitted to the 
Corporation Counsel in order that he may 
pronounce upon its adequacy for the pur- 
poses intended, and upon whether any spe- 
cial sanction should be added to prevent its 
being rendéred inoperative through the per- 
 plexities and delays of. litigation. The 

Street Railway committee is doing useful

HOW TO LIVE IN HOT WEATHER. 

In common with the rest of the coun- 
try Chicago has been sweltering in a tor- 
rid temperature for nearly a week, and 
the casualties caused by the heat have 
mounted up to seven deaths and sixteen 
prostrations in one day. This record is 
much more serious than it would need to 
be if the people knew how to conduct 
themselves during hot weather. That is 
the trouble with a summer resort climate 
like that which is normal in Chicago; when 
it is occasionally invaded by a torrid spell 
the people do not always know how te 
adapt themselves to the change. In Cuba, 
in the Philippines, and in India a tem- 
perature of this kind prevails during the 
greater part of the year, but the residents 
soon learn how to dress and eat and act in 
such a climate,

AN UNJUST DISCRIMINATION. 

A New York City petit jury has found 
three men guilty of conspiring to depress 
the market value of the securities of the 
Rapid Transit company for purposes of 
personal gain. While some of the ex- 
pedients to which the conspirators resorted 
were such as “ bears” are constantly using 
there were others which are not looked 
on with favor by the criminal code. The 
only defense made by the conspirators 
was that the securities of the Rapid Transit 
company were being maintained at a fic- 
titious value and were not in reality worth 
any more than the lower price these three 
men were trying to hammer them down 
to. This would have been a better de- 
tense If the conspirators had been work- 
ing for the good-of the public instead of 
their own enrichment. 

From a moral point of view the offense 

committed by these three men in conspir- 
ing to depress prices—possibly to a rea- 
sonable figure—does not seem any more 
serious than the offense of conspiring to 
sell securities for much more than they 
are really worth. On many occasions men 
have by insinuation or by direct false 
representations induced investors to be- 
lieve the stocks and bonds of certain com- 
‘| panies were being offered at a bargain, 
whereas in reality they were worth much 
| less than was asked for them. Thanks 
to these misrepresentations several per- 
sons have made fortunes. 
It one kind of conspiracy induces the 
holders of shares to sell those shares for 
less than they cost, or if it spoils the plans 
of speculators on margins who have bought 
in the hope of an advance, the other kind 
of conspiracy induces men to buy shares 
for much more than they are worth. One 
kind should be punished if the other 18. 
Nevertheless men have been convicted for 
endeavoring to create the impression that 
certain securities were not worth what 
they: had been selling for, while nobody 
has been punished yet for making false 
representations whereby investors were 
induced to believe securities were worth 
far more than their real value. A few 
convictions for the latter offense would 
have a good effect.

Retiring President of Northwestern 
University Accepts the Chair of 
Law at New Haven School. 

Dr. Henry Wade Rogers, whose recent 
resignation of the Presidency of North- 
western University was a matter of great 
interest in educational circles, has accepted 
a Call to the chair of law in Yale University. 
Dr. Rogers’ resignation was handed to the 
Board of Trustees on June 5 and goes into 
effect on July 18. Within a week after 
Dr. Rogers resigned the trustees of Yale 
University extended their invitation, and, 
being assured that he would accept, they 

elected him the next week to the chair. 


of BE. J. Phelps, who lately died. Mr. 
Phelps was United States Ambassador at 
the court of St. James during President 
Cleveland's administration. A more im- 
portant place in the faculty, it is believed, 
is in store for Dr. Rogers, for it is gaid 
that he will be retained eventually to take 
the place of Professor Woolsey, now 74 
years of age, one of the greatest English 
authorities on international law.

SIX POISONED BY CORNED BEEF. 


Family of John Engstrom of 9114 On- 
tario Street, South Chicago, Made

The condition of all the victims of pto- 
maine poisoning supposed to have resulted 
from the eating of pressed beef bought at 
the market of W. M. Paine, 2000 West Madi- 
son street, has improved. With the excep- 
tion of Matthew Hennessey, 1036 Washing- 
ton boulevard, they are considered by their 
physicians to be out of danger. Mr. Hen- 
nessey, who is 82 years of age, is in a serious 
condition. Dr. J. J. Meaney, 2107 West 
Madison street, who attended the Wendell 
family and first diagnosed the cases as pto- 
maine poisoning, attaches no blame to the 
dealer. He asserts that it is almost an im- 
possibility to guard against the develop- 
ment of ptomaine in meat exposed for sale 
during the heated term.

ter, were but slightly affected by the poison.

FAVORS 21-FOOT CHANNEL. 


REPORT ON ROUTES 


Several Possible Lines for Canals trom 
Head of Lake Navigation to Ocean 
Carefully Discussed — The Cheapest 

Would Cost $190,183,386 and Is the 
One Favored—Reasons Advanced in 
Paver of Certain Plans Over 
Others. |

The low level plan for a thirty-foot chan- 
nel would cost $317 284,348; for a twenty-one- 
foot channel, $206,358,108; with movable 
dams, for a thirty-foot channel, $820,000,088, 
and a twenty-one-foot channel, §100,183,886. 
The last named is favored. 

The commission also investigated the rela- 
tive economical values of twenty-one and 
thirty foot waterways, also the possibility 
of intermediate depths and favors channels 
of twenty-one feet. Deeper channels will 
cost more than they will be worth. In com- 
menting on the findings of the board the 
report said: | 

* Referring to the estimate for the Tona- 
wanda-Olcott route it will be noted that it 
exceeds the estimated cost of the La Salle 
Lewiston route by $6,060,550 for a thirty- 
foot channel and $2,186,900 for a twenty-one 
foot channel. 

It is found that a steamship of nineteen 
feet draft in the twenty-one-foot channel 
would consume one hour and nine minutes 
more time beween Buffalo and a point eom- 
mon to the two routes in Lake Ontario in 
traversing the Tonawanda-Olcott water- 
way than by the La Salle-Lewiston route, 
and that in a thiry-foot channel a steamship 
of twenty-seven-foot draft would be one 
hour and forty-three minutes longer by the 
Tonawanda route. 

“Since the cost of maintenance of the 

Lewiston waterway would be less than for 
the route from Tonawanda to Olcott the in- 
terest and expense account will be much 
less for the former, and as the actual time 
saved by a steamship on the Lewiston route 
would be from 11 to 16 per cent of the time of 
passage, it is evident that both economy in 
construction and cost of n

ISS SCIDMORE'S interesting volume 
is distinctly the book of the hour. If 
it had been written With a special 
view to throwing light upon the 
scenes and causes of the present out- 

break it could scarcely have done it more 
effectively. It is fresh and vigorous in 
Style and in contents. It shows a thorough 
mastery of all the best works on China, yet 
it is primarily a narrative of the author's 

observations, experiences, and con- 
clusions. Miss Scidmore has again proved

Though China has been an old country for 
forty centuries, Miss Scidmore scouts the 
Mes of the breakup of the empire, dismissing 
it in the laconic remark used by Colonel 
Yule thirty years ago: It has broken up 
before.”

As one steams in from the Yellow Sea 


' westward across the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li to

From. Taku to Tien Tsin ia twenty-five 
mlles dy railway and sixty miles by river. 
This railway, now torn up by the Boxers, 
is a great improvement on the exasperating 
river trip, yet it is a primitive affair, abound- 
ing in dirt and discomfort. It is called the 
Chinese Imperial railway, and at first its 
cat had curtains and cushions, but as 
soon as it was opened the Chinese passen- 
gers took away every loose thing when 
they left the cars, even the springs of the 
Window fastenings.

James falis in love with her, but being engaged, 
he can do nothing until he is unengaged; then 
he marries her. e author makes three days’ 
reading of this material, and it is not particularly 
good reading, either. 


In A4 Rise in the World (Buckles) Adeline 
Sergeant outdoes Laura Jean Libbey in her et- 
forts to bring her heroine from the lowliest walks 
of life to the heights of the social world. She 
makes the poor girl, who is a hursery maid, plain, 
awkward, stupid, stubborn, and untidy, only 
granting her the graces of a kind heart and a 
sensible name, Dlizabeth. Of course, the hand 
of every man is against Elizabeth gs she strug- 
gies to make herself worthy of the position to 
which marriage with a gentleman has raised 
her; but in time, by the tender guidance of the 
rash young man’s unworldly mother, the girl 
becomes a marvel of feminine attractiveness. 
One by one her enemies are laid low and she 
forgives them all. The story is not quite so 
melodramatic as those of its kind usually are. 
The noteworthy thing about it is the ease with 
which the author removes immovable obstacles, 

As a counterblast to the recent memoirs of 
women who were in every way a disgrace to 
their sex, Miss Rosa Nouchette Carey has pre- 
pared a book which will make toward righteous- 
ness, entitling it, Twelve Notable Good Women 
in the Nineteenth Century” (Dutton). Being 
an Englishwoman, with all the aristocratic and 
exclusive characteristics of her race, Miss Carey 
gives a book a decided flavor of English royalty. 
No possible fault can be found in making Vic- 
toria the leading example, since there are to be 
none but Englishwomen commemorated. Nor is 
it to be denied that the Princess of Wales, the 
Duchess of Teck, and the Princess Alice were all 
„ notable good women. 80, too, are the Baron- 
ess Burdett-Coutts and Lady Henry Somerset, 
and it is quite as well to let them know it, in- 
stead of waiting for their passing from earth. 
But the women who are not members of the 
aristocracy or scions of royalty are decidedly more 
interesting to the American reader. Florence 
Nightingale and Grace Darling are household 
words wherever the English language is spoken, 
and brief accounts of their careers are welcome 
at any time. Elizabeth Fry, who did what How- 
ard had done in relation to prison reform, limit- 
ing her earlier endeavors to the women in the 
English jails, is a notable figure. Agnes Weston, 
the founder of homes for weary mariners, is 
7 . But best of them all is the memoir 
of Dorothy Patttson— Sister Dora’’—a nurse 
whose life is a blessing in the reading and must 
have been a mercy to all who fell into her ten- 
der hands. Portraits of the twelve women add 
to the book’s value.

For not only has he bequeathed to her every 
stick of property not strictly entailed, such 
as, for instance, all the valuable paintings 
(exclusive of the family portraits), but he 
has likewise saddled the entailed estates 
with annuities in her favor that are alto- 
gether out of proportion to the revenues of 
the property. In fact, the new Duke's law- 
yers hold that they are so excessive as to 
virtually relieve him of the necessity of pay- 
ing them, the widowed Duchess, of course, 
taking a contrary view.

The races at Royal Ascot the other dy 
served to call attention to the peculiar 
methods of dispensing justice that are em- 
ployed there. Ascot being situated in the 
County of Berkshire, offenses perpetrated 
in the district ought, under ordinary circum- 
stances, to be dealt with by the county mag- 
istrates und justices of the peace. Ascot, 
however, constitues part and parcel of the 
Windsor Castle domain, and, according to 
ancient laws, dating back six or seven cen- 


the precincts of the sovereign’s palace or 
grounds are tried by the Lord Steward of the 
royal household, who may or may not be as- 

ted by what is known as the “ Board of 

reen Cloth,“ and who has authority to im- 
pose all sorts of pains and penalties, rang- 
ing from fine and imprisonment to death. 

In modern times it has been the practice of 
the Lord Steward to turn over offenders to 
the magistrates of the district in which the 
palace is situated, and thefts, or similar 
felonies, perpetrated at Windsor Castle are, 
as a rule, tried by the Berkshire justices, 
whereas crimes taking place at Buckiggham 
or St. James’ Palace, are handled by London 
police magistrates. The only exception 
thereto is the case of offenses on 
the Ascot racecourse. 

— 

It seems that about 100 years ago a par- 
ticularly disgraceful assault upon one of 
the members of the royal family took place 
at the Ascot races. Neither the Prince 
Regent nor the Lord Steward of the day had 
any confidence in the unpaid justices of the 
peace of Berkshire, and accordingly the 
Lord Steward brought down from London 
the senior of the police magistrates of the 
metropolis to try the case, deputing to him 
all his own rights and prerogatives in the 
matter. So satisfied were the Prince Regent 
and the Lord Steward at the manner in 
which the affair was handled that it was 
then and there arranged that throughout 
the Ascot races the senior police magistrate 


for the purpose of administering summary 
justice to all thieves and wrongdoers gen- 
erally arrested for the perpetration of of- 
fenses on the course. The court is held ina 
small room adjoining the royal stand, and 
the prisoner usually finds himself duly 
sentenced and on his way to the penitentiary 
within half an hour after his arrest. 


Cruel indeed is the disappointment of Lord 
Huntly, the premier Marquis of Scotland, 
and still more acute is the dismay of his 
myriad of creditors at the contents of the 
will of his immensely wealthy father-in-law, 
the late Sir William Cunliffe Brooks. The 
old banker Baronet having no son, but only 
two daughters to inherit his colossal wealth, 
it was naturally supposed that he would 
divide his fortune in equal shares between 
his two children, one of whom, Amy, is mar- 
ried to the Marquis of Huntly, while the 
second, Edith, after a first marriage to Lord 
Francis Cecil, brother of the late Marquis of 
Exeter, is now the wife of Captain Tillard 
of the royal navy. By her marriage with the 
late Lord Francis, Edith Brooks had two 
sons, one of whom, Ian Cecil, just 20 years 
of age, now serving tn south Africa, is heir 
to his cousin, the young Marquis of Exeter, 
chief of the senior branch of the house of 
Cecil, Lord Salisbury being the head of the 
junior branch, 

Sir William Brooks has left little or noth- 
ing to his daughter, Lady Huntly, but has 
bequeathed his entire fortune to young Ian 
Cecil and to his younger brother, Richard, 
apparently taking the ground that if his 
money was going to enrich any historic 
peerage he would prefer that it should serve 
to revive the former fortunes of the Mar- 
quisate of Exeter, rather than those of the 

‘Marquisate of Huntly. It is perfectly true 
that he must have known that much of any 
of the money that he might have left to 
Lady Huntly would have been squandered 
by her husband in the most insane extrava- 
gance, or else would have been spent by his 
wife in extricating him from difficulties of 

a more or less unsavory character. More- 


Still, at the same time, Sir William, 
during the last twenty or thirty years of his 
life, had derived so much prestige and glory 
in the Highlands from the fact of his being 

the father-in-law of Lord Huntly and the 
benefactor of the head of the historic house 
ef Gordon, that it was generally assumed 
that he would at any rate relieve the Mar- 
quis of his most pressing pecuniary diffi- 
culties and. bequeath to the Huntly peerage

Instead of this he has bequeathed 
all the former Huntly property to his grand- 
son, Ian Cecil, future Marquis of Exeter, 
Lady Huntly being left with a relatively 
small annuity beyond the reach of her hus- 
band; and the use of Aboyne Castle, the an- 
cestral home of the Gordons.

He said that Tennyson had been 
haunted all his life by two voices, the voice 
of skepticism and the voice of religious hope, 


and that it was characteristic of him to state 


the philosophy of despair with extreme vivid- 


ness in order to emphasize the need of à con- 


soling doctrine.
